Claim Objections 

The objection to claims 1,6,8-11,13-15,21, 22 for informalities is withdrawn in 
response to Applicants amendment and explanations at p. 7 of their Remarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, second paragraph 

The rejection of claims 3-22 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in response to Applicants' amendment. 
Specifically, the claims 3, 13, 17 and 22 no longer recite the trademark/trade name 
Sepharose and claims 8 and 19 have been cancelled.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The rejection of claims 1-3 and 6-14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wolfenson et al. (INSTITUTO MASSONE S.A., published 26 October 
2000— on Applicants' 1449 form) in view of Chiba et al. (Endocrine J. 44; 205-218, 
1997 — on Applicants' 1449 form) is withdrawn in response to Applicants amendment 
and arguments at pages 8-12 of their Remarks. 

The rejection of claims 4 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wolfenson et al. (cited above) in view of Chiba et al. (cited above) as applied to 
claims 1-3 and 6-14 above, and further in view of Tikhomirov et al., Journal of 
chromatography, 1978: 167: 197-203 (of record) is withdrawn in response to Applicants 
amendment at arguments at pages 13 and 14 of their Remarks. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-7, 9-18, 20-22 and 27-29 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gooding et al. (Journal of Chromatography, 1986; 359: 331-337) 
teaches the optimization of HIC for purification of proteins (not gonadotropins), however 
at p. 337, they teach "the effect of changing the nature and pH of the buffer used in the 
gradient elution was different for each of the five proteins in the study...," thus 
underscoring the fact that pH is a variable in purification of proteins that is not easily 
predictable.
